The lessoii to be learued from' the 
Katnloops outrage is one wliicb wo 
earnestly hope the Government will 
commit to memory anil cause tliem to 
adopt such ra ensures as will render a 
repetition of thoawf ul scenes depicted by 
the witnesses at the recent Assizes im- 
possible. The evidence shows tht\,t out- 
rages on persons nnd property in tiio 
Kamloops section were committed with 
almost entire impunity for a period 
covering the eighteen months prior to 
the murder of Ussueu and Kkllv. 
Horses and cattle were stolen or shot; 
Chinamen were stopped on the high- 
way, beaten nnd deprived of their 
pocket-money; open tlireats of uhsn.ssina 
tion were freely indulged in; and, as Mr. 
Justice CiiEAsn remarked in his charge 
to the Jury, "the prisoners instituted a 
system of organized terrorism ^ oyer ihe 
peaceful settlers." Did a justice of the 
peace place a warrant in the linnds of 
ft special constable, it was with the 
absolute certainty that he would bo 
oompelled to pay the cost of executing 
' fche warrant from his own purse. If a 
constable was fortunate enough- to 
bag a prisonpj' he was conimitted 
to the Kamloops gaol, from which he 
escaped at leisure. Two of the young 
men who will shortly expiate their 
terrible crimes on the gallows broke 
gaol in 187S and, although they prowl- 
ed about the neighborhood for eighteen 

-months prior to thoir final capture by 
tho outraged scttlera, and were "pre- 

' sented" by two Grand Juries, the law 
interfered not with them. The Kam- 
loops gaol or lockup is described a.s a 
flimsy atlair, out of which jirisoiiers 
used to let tliom.s(;lves with the aid of a 
rusty nail, crooked at tho end 
and answering the purpose of 
a key. Tho murdered oRicer 
UssuER — the only re))resentative of 
authority in the district — was land re 
corder, govcrnnicnt agent, registrar of 
the court, tax collector, asses.sor, gaoler 
and constable. He was absolutely 
without assistance of any kind, and 
rumor asserts that if ho ventured to 
employ assistance the vouchers were 
invariably returned unpaid, and he was 
forced to defray the cost from his own 
slender salary. It is known that the 
deceised gentleman frequently applied 
to the Government for tho paltry sum 
of $100 to make the gaol secure, .so 
that the MoLea.ns and Hare when ar- 
rested might bo held for trial ; that he 
over and over again urgently repre- 
sented the necessity of additional po- 
lice protection throughout tiie district. 
It is known that in an edbrt to econ 
ouiize to the extent of S400 by dispens- 
ing; with constables the Government 
haa'inciirred an expense of $15,000 
in bringing the outlaws to that justice — 
which, thanks to tho careful prepara- 
tion of the case by the Crown, they 
will not escape. ^Miserable as tho re- 
cord is ; deplorable as the results are ; 
and frightful as tho lesson taught may 
be, should they be the means of induc- 
ing the Government to change its po- 
licy towards the outlying districts by 
furnishing adequate ])rotection to tho 
settlers from the depredations of out- 
laws it may yet be .secti that Ussiier 
and Kelly, whose lives were sacritic- 
ed on the altar of Governmental par- 
simony, have rot died in vain. 

THE YALL'-ISAVUNA JLllL]VAY. 

The Globe's efiforts to tind reasons for a 
change of opinion respecting the advisa- 
bility of pushing railway work in Brit- 
ish Columbia have descended from the 
sublime to the ridiculous. Because a 
deputation from Chatham had arrived 
at Ottawa to urge on the JMinister of 
, Public Works the necessity of con- 
structing a new customhouse there, and 
because another deputation had asked a 
now postoffice at Hull, the Globe 
argues that until those buildings have 
been provided there should be a halt in 
railway construction in British Co- 
lumbia. AVJiat next? Tiie (7, com- 
menting ou Mr. Blake's rumored in- 
tention to move for the cancellation of 
the British Colundjia railway contracts, 
thinks that such a proposition would 
be a manifestly imi)ertinent piece of 
trifling with the oijinions and the pro- 
ceedings of Parliament. In his speech 
on the Sujjreme Court i\Ir. Bl.-vke 
spoke of Parliament as being asked to 
do as children do, who plant seed at 
night and pull it up in the morning to 
see if it has grown. But he is .said 
now to want Parliament to undo this 
year what it did with unusual solem- 
nity and with a large majority last 
year. The Pacific railway resolutions, 
authorizing the letting of 123 miles of 
railway, were passed by a majority of 
116.to 37i. ' The tenders were called 
for; the faith of tho country is com- 
mitted to the great work; and it is the 
merest childishness for Mr. Blake to 
attempt such a petulant outrage on 
Parliament as to ask for the cancella- 
tion of these contracts. The JIail con- 
cludes: Mr. Blake probably forgets 
that this Government is not 
■willingitilp do what Mr. Macke.vzie 
did,-^'!^athely, make terms with him 
concerning the Pacific railway and 
sacrifice jmblic honor and Provincial 
rights in order to pfease him. That 
day is gone by.

EASTERN STATES.

stance of his father-in-law on a charge 
of being a defaulter and forger. Well- 
in 2;ton's family has been seriously sick 
at times, the disease being called gastric 
fever. His infant son and wife recent- 
ly became ill. His wife secured some 
[)orridge which the husband had pre- 
pared for her, and an analysis showed 
arsenic suflieiont to kill ten persons. 
Arsenic was found in his pos.session 
when arrested. He is said to have made 
a confession. The police say that his 
infatuation for another woman was 
tho cause for the crime. 

ENGLAND. 

LoNDO.v, March IG. — GJladstoue lias 
started on ' an electioneering tour 
through jMidlothian. 

A meeting of tho Radical Associa- 
tion of Lambeth, to support Hein-y 
Labouchere, editor of the Truth, for 
Parliament, ended in a free figlit. 
Lights were e.\tinguished, and chairs 
and tabl(!s broken. Cheers, groans 
and hisses lire vented speaking. An 
attempt to storm the platform was 
vigorously and successfully resisted 
with fists, sticks and chairs. 

In addressing a crowd at a railway 
station Gladstone .said: I am going to 
gain a victory. I expect to be sup- 
ported with a zeal such as will make 
Scotland an example for the relst of the 
kingdom, and I will sweep out of their 
seats a great many men who now 
repressnt constituencies in Parliament 
and consign them to that retirement 
for which they arc more fitted. 

Brand, Sijeaker of the House of 
Commons, after the announcement of 
dissolution, placed his resignation in 
the hands of the Premier on account of 
ill-health, but through the solicitation 
of the Government ho consented to 
continue in the porforraarce of his 
duties, if elected, during next Parlia- 
ment.

The stean;- 
er's tafl'rail is covered at high water, 
A large part of the cargo, including all 
the meat and live stock, -is saved. Sal- 
vage is proceeding. Q'he ves.sel lies 
heavily on the rocks, w hich are under 
the boilcr.s.

Queen "\''ictoria, during her .sojourn 
on the Continent, will meet the Ger- 
man Emperor. 

London', March 13 — The steamer 
Montana is on the rocks at Church 
Bay. There is not niuch prospect of 
saving her. TheVcrevv. and passengers 
are saved. * ■' 

The Montana is the largest .ship of 
the Williams k Guion line, except the 
Arizona. She is iron, lias three mast.s, 
and 4,000 tons measurement. She 
was in charge of a pilot at the time of 
tho disaster, and carried a full cargo, 
chiefly wheat, cotton, oleomargarine, 
oil and bacon. 

Lateu — Twenty of tiie passengers 
and a portion of the crew have rcaelied 
Liverpool in tugs. 

AFCillANlSTAN. 
A dispatch from C'abul states that 
the Afghans have recaptured and sack- 
ed Charikar, a village about fifty miles 
northwest of Cabul, hitherto occui)ied 
and held by a mixed force of I'^nglish 
troops and their Afghan allies. The 
assault was in the nature of a surprise 
to the English portion of the garrison, 
although it is suspected thatthe Afghan 
allies had an inkling that it was con- 
templated. They are said to have be- 
haved in a ver}' cowardly manner dur- 
ing tho fight, appearing desirous of de- 
serting to the enemy rather than of as- 
sisting their quondam friends. Tho 
result was a con)[>lctc route of the 
garrison, the most of which escaped 
into the mountains,- and it is believed 
will attempt to make their way to 
Cabul through tho difBeult pass which 
connects the two places. 

CHINA. 

New Youk, March 17. — Thallcntld's 
Shanghai special says: I hear on the 
best authority that tho Pokin author- 
ities have condemned Chung Bow, late 
Ambassador to Russia, to death, Thi.s 
djcision, that reaches nie to day, car- 
ries with it grave complications be- 
tween China and Russia, for the Czar 
will certainly resent the severe punish- 
ment of the Envoy. 

A sudden warlike spirit seems to 
have gained jiossessiou of the Chinese 
people. On all sides there are .symp- 
toms of a coming struggle, before which 
all wars of the Empire shall fade into 
insignificance. The army is being care- 
fully trained in the pi ineiples of Euro- 
peaniactics; their spears and match- 
locks are being replaced by rifles; tlio 
Bamboo lances of the cavidry are giv- 
ing place to the sabrfs of British troop- 
ers; the Governors-General of eighteen 
l)rovinces of tho Empire have been 
chained M'ith special military commis- 
sions, and -now -powers are conferred 
on members of their staff; a general in- 
spection has been ordered by the War 
Minister; the accounts of the War De- 
partment are being overhauled and the 
coast defences strengthened; a number 
of foreign drill-masters have been 
brought to Tientsin, and preparations 
are being already made for calling out 
tho irregular volunteers, who are only 
mustered in the gravest crisis of state.

A man named Josoph Lucas lias been 
aentenced to two years' imprisonment in 
the territorial penitentiary for conspiring 
to poison a Frenchman named Melanc- 
thon and posscsa himself of his land. 

The examination of Mrs. Clark andlier 
12-year old boy, on tlio charge • of killing 
MicliaelPaddenat Sehome a fortnight ago. 
occurred before a Justice at that place 
last Tuesday and both were bound over 
to appear at the lii.qher court. 

Three men, on Sunday last, were cap- 
sized whiloascending the Skagetin acanoe 
andonoof theirnumbcrwas drowned. The 
others after considerable difKculty succeed- 
ed in reaching shore. We were unable to 
learn the name of thepoor fellow who losthia 
life. Another man, while passing through 
a gorge on the I'oad, had his arm broken 
just above the wri.st by a falling icicle. 
The wounded man returned to Goodell's 
where the fractured limb was sot and pro- 
perly dressed by Dr. Gale, who is at pre- 
sent sojourning there. — Seattle IntnlUgcn- 
cer. 

Incendiaklsm. — At about 8 o'clock on 
Sunday evening Mr. Riedel, foreman of 
Kurtz's cigar factory, discovered that the 
premises on Fort street occupied by Mr. 
S. Whitley as a second-hand stors wore 
filled with dense volumes of smoke. He 
at once communicated with tho police and 
a fire alarm was sounded. The apparatus 
of the department was quickly in the lo- 
cality, but fortunately tho fire was ox- 
tinguished without tho department's 
assistance. An inspection of tho pro- 
mises and sub-seiiueut inquiries show that 
a lialf-witted boy named Antoine cfibcted 
an entrance to tlio store by removing a 
pane of glass from a window in tho rear 
of the buildinir. Ho then set fire to a 
number of costumes in a wardrobe and 
ignited a broom above which .several 
towels were hanging. Tlic loss resulting 
to Mr. Wliitley does not o.xceed S"20, and 
tho damage to tho building, which was 
insured in tho Phcenix Co. for §2000, was 
only trifling. Tho unfortunate boj', who 
has been wandering about the city for 
some time past, was detected on Satur- 
day evening attempting to force an en- 
trance to an unoccupied store adjoining 
Mr. \Vhitlej''s, although with what in- 
tent has not yet been ascertained. He 
has been lodged in ganl, and if a medical 
examination proves him to be insane he 
should at once bo handed over to the 
jirojjer authoritii's in order to prevent a 
repetition of freaks wliich may be attend- 
ed with serious results.

The Premier has stated since his return 
to this city that while at Ottawa he ob- 
tained access to letters and telegrams 
which wore sent from Victoria and New 
Westminster for the purpose of defeating 
the object of his mission. Tlie Premier 
has made the statement not once, but at 
least a dozen times since his arrival, men- 
tioning names of merabera of the local 
P.tiliaiuent and •tliera with great circum- 
stantiality and attributing his partial 
failure to the existence of those docu- 
ments. It is not to bo supposed that a 
gentleman occupying the Premier's posi- 
tion would make statements on tho street 
that he is not prepared to substantiate in 
tho House, and some racy disclosures may 
be looked for shortly. 

Fort Rupert MI^SIOK, — The pulpit of 
St. John's was occupied on Sunday 
morning by tho Eev Mr. Hall, who gave 
an interesting account of his miisionary 
labours at Fort Rupert. Tho difficulties 
he had to contend against arose from tho 
practise of potlatch, from tho medicine 
man, and from drink. On one occasion 
when addressing tho natives assembled, 
one of these medicine men in horrid guise 
rushed in and creiied much alarm by at- 
tempting to seize hold of some of them, 
BO that the missionary's hearers fled away, 
and tho meeting was broken up. The 
potlatch was represented to ho no gift, 
but loans to bo repaid with interest, pay- 
ments of which wore sometimes extended 
over three or four years. Natives in their 
canoes visited Victoria with their wives 
to sell for immoral purposes so as to ob- 
tain money to be invested in intoxicating 
liquors, which wore sold at grsat profit on 
their return home. But, notwithstanding 
these drawbacks tho goud work was pro- 
grossing. The young i>ooplo were anxious 
to learn reading and writing, for which 
they luul much aptitude, and whicli from 
tho knowledge of tlio language tho Rev. 
gentleman liad acquired, and without 
which he would have been -powerless, 
facilitos were given. The expense of main- 
taining tho mission was entirely defrayed 
by contributions from England*

To TUE Editor of The Colonist : 
SiK. — Aa it appears to me that tiiia 
organization in our city, after the no- 
tice that has been taken of it in the re- 
cent debate in. the City Council, justi- 
fies further coinraent, I plead for the 
privilege of making a few ob.servatioiis 
thereon. 

Tliat Coun. Sliake.speare, with his 
Good Templar view.s, should bo opposed 
to any institution vending wine.s, spirits 
and fermented liquors, and more es- 
pecially, when so doing without paying 
the ordinary license, I can well under- 
stand; but while fully endorsing his 
objection to such an institution thus 
carrying on its avocation without pay- 
ing license, regarding it as approxima 
ting that , evasion of the law .sorae- 
time.s attempted of giving" away the 
beer and charging for the biscuit, yet 
I by no means approve of the manner 
in which Mr. Shakespeare, attempted 
to deal with the matter in the City 
Council. 

That tho Club feel legally justified, 
and perhaps are Justified, in what they 
are doing, I quite believe. As to the 
propriety of availing themselves of 
such privilege in tlii.s small community, 
to the serious detriment of tlio.se pay- 
ing high license, that of course i.s an- 
other matter. I have my own opinion 
upon that subject, and not only think 
it by no means expedient, but more 
than that, a state of things "that calls 
for remedy.^ 

An institution like the Club is an 
exotic iu this city of Victoria, and 
those desirous of enjoying the privilege 
should, in return for such advantage, 
be willing to contribute to tlio iluni- 
cipal revenue by paying tho license. 
As at present coustitutetl, by its scorn- 
ing desire to enjoy those advantages at 
the public expense in thus trading 
without a license, it is calculated to in- 
terfere with that respect British com- 
munities desire to entertain for those 
holding what is called position amongst 
them — in short, it does not read well.

i'kevention of crime. 

On Mr. Blake's Bill for the Prevention 
of Crime coming up for second reading, a 
six months' hoist was moved. 

Mr. Bunster denied that crime bad in- 
creased, and said the country would be 
surprised that such a severe measure 
should have been proposed by the hon. 
member for West Durham, who had par- 
doned so many "gcntloinon." (Laughter.) 
Hon. members might laugh, but he par- 
doned twelve "gentlemen" for tho crime 
of murder. (Loud laughter.) Well, ho 
must have considered them tientlemcu, or 
he would not have pardoned them. 
(Laughter.) Ho thought the six months' 
hoist was desirable in tho interests of the 
country. As to tho publishing of photo- 
graphs of criminals, ho thought tiiat was 
highly injurious. The Glohi: had publish- 
ed" pictures supposed to be photographs 
of the persons connected with tho Bid- 
dulph tragedy — (laughter) — and here were 
a few of them. [At this point the hon. 
gentleirian exhibited, amidst roars of 
laughter, a few of the very primitive- 
looking works of art, in the shape of hide- 
ous caricatures of humanity, which recent- 
ly appeared in the newspaper mentioned.] 
'There, he continued, we."e supposed to bo 
photographs of criminals, but if the men 
whom they wcro made to represent were 
acquitted, the paper which had libelled 
them pictorially would certainly stand an 
action for damages. Ho objected alto- 
gether to tho bill, and said that it should , . 
iiave not merely a six months' but atwolvtt | inhabits, 
months' hoist. (Laughter.) 

Tho motion was carried.

From a lecture delivered in San 
Francisco by Mvs. Eiiiiua Hardinp 
Britten extract the followingdisquieting 
predictions, without, however, beingour- 
sclves very much disquieted, for a rea- 
son which Mrs. Britten states, iu a 
part of the ..lecture ' here . Qmittedjivin 
these words : "The' irioro intellectual 
and siiiritual, who have faithfully en- 
deavored to live as far as possible in 
harmony with tho dictates of law, will 
greatly benefit in their pliysieial health 
bv tho ethcrealization of the air, and 
consequent improyetnent; pfj.^limato 
which must follow"— the nslfonomical 
event '\\ liich is to bo so fatal to the 
wicked. Seriously, the remarks of Mrs. 
Crittnn seems to us worthy of attcn 
tion : 

"Tho coincident perihelia of four 
planets , is a remarkable event, ' and 
marks an astronomical era on the clock 

of our globe. Such epochs bring new 
light to the observing eyes of astrono 
mers, who already conjecture that our 
entire solar system is being drawn by 
some invisible or unknown force to- 
ward an nndeterminctd 4)oint in the di- 
rection of 'star twelve' of the constel- 
lation Hercules. No part of infinite 
space is unoccupied, and no finite hori- 
zon exists amid the mighty march of 
creation, except man's ignorance. What 
logical results may now be lawfully 
traced from the simultaneous' perihelia 
of four great planets 1 And !iow will 
sueli a mere drop as Earth bear the 
crisis of united attraction from four 
such miglity masses, whose influence 
will draw from every avaible source 
witliin our .system ? 

"Tlio efl'ects will develop slowly, in 
the regular order of sequence which 
marks the natural history of Earth. 
No sudden cataclysm will inaugurate 
its comparatively short duration, and 
many will fail to rcali/.o the change.'' 
it will cflect until its period of maxi- 
mum o.xertioii is past. A minute ec- 
centricity, only ajipareiit to tho exact 
mathematics of astronomy, will slightly 
disturb the polar' axis. Already we 
are experiencing some of its clFects. 
The greatest disturbances will occur in 
the air and water, or movable envelop 
of our planet. These will act upon all 
forms of animal and plant life ; and 
the more perfectly developed types of 
each will be best able to meet and sur- 
vive the trying changes. Tho fittest 
will survive. During these perihelia 
Earth's climate will be especially irre- 
gular : unusual cold, alternating with 
unseasonable heat, throughout the agi- 
tation already eonimenced. Great agi 
tation will occur among different races 
of men. Many forms of malarial dis- 
ease will appear. Not only fever and 
pestilence may rage in some localities, 
but atmosjiheric disturbances will ef- 
fect many forms of vegetable as well as 
animal life. Local floods are likely to 
ocv-ur. 

"The reaction of atmospheric waves 
and extraordinary electric tension will 
inevitably succeed such concentrated 
planeta'y attraction and render pos- 
sible many developments of latent 
spores, awaiting less atmospheric ^ires- 
sure and new electrical conditions to 
evolve new forms of life. Crops will 
be unequal and scanty in some locali- 
ties, but especially llouri.sliing in others 
— -depeiuling on their imiiiffdiiitc sur- 
roumlings. As all mental conditions 
of UKi.ii arc intimately coiuiccLcd with 
tlie pli^'sical condition of the earth he 
social, intellectual, and 
national disputes will arise, with local 
famines and physical pestilence. Strife 
will be manifest in the warfare of con- 
tending nations. 

"The coming changes, although not 
wholly gradual, will be no more sud- 
den than the apparent sunrise of a 
steadily advancing orb. In 188U the 
star Alplia, in the Dragon, passes the 
shaft of the Great Pvraniid, where the 
prophecy of this perihelion was unmis- 
takably recorded over five thousand 
years ago, clearly engi'aved in solid 
marble."
